TO REGULATE ELECTIONR. . 
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Section 1. Ве et enacted by the Gevernor and Legrslanve Assembly of the Territory of 
Kansas, as follows: On the first Monday in October, in the year one thousand eight bun- 
dred and fifty-five, and on the first Monday in October every two years thereafter, an 
election for Delegate to the House of Representives of the United States, shall be held at 
the respective places of holding elections in the Territory of Kansas. 

Sec. 2. Ox the first Monday in October, in the year one thousand, eight hundred and 
fifty-six, and on the first Monday 1n October in every year thereafter, an election for 
Representatives in the Legislative Assembly and fer all other elective offices not other- 
wise provided for by law, shall be held at the respective places of holding elections in 
this Territory. 

бес. 8. Om the first Menday in October, in the year one thousand, eight hundred and 
fifty-seven, and on the first Monday in October every two years thereafter, an election 
shall be held at the respective pleees of holding elections, for members of the Council. 

SEC. 4. Every county that now is, or that muy hereafter be established, shall compose 
an election district, and. all elections shall be held at the Court House of such county, 
where one has been erected. If there be no Court House, then и shall be the duty of the 
County Commissioners to name a house 1n such county where the eleetion shall be held, 
and if such Commissioners fail te name sueh house twenty days before any election, it 
shall be the duty of the Sheriff to name the house. In either of the last two cases, the 
Sheiiff shall give notice of the place of holding the election by written advertisements, 
set up in at least six publie places 1n such county,or by advertisement in some newspa- 
per published in such county, at least ten days before the day of the election. 

Sec. б. The County Commissioners shall appoint the Judges of election 1n each eounty 
or voting precinct, at least ten days before the election at which they are to act, and if 
at the hour for the opening of the polls, such Judges are not present, then the voters as- 
sembled shall have power to elect others to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned 
Said Judges shall, before they enter upon the discharge of their duties, take the follow- 
ing oath or affirmation, to be administered by one of their own body, by the Sheriff, or 
by any officer authorized to administer oaths: b do swear, (or affirm) that I will impar- 
tially discharge the duties of Judge of the present election according to law and the beet 
ef my ability. 

Бес. 6. Two blank poll books, with the proper blanks laid off and the proper certificates 
attached, shall be made eat by the Clerk of the County Commissioners and delivered to 
the Sher1fi, at least tem days before the election, and if not so made out and delivered, it 
shall be the duty of Sheriff to cause the same to be made out. The Sheriff shal) deliver 
guch poll books to the Judges of the election so soon as they are selected and qualified. 
If such poll books be not delivered by the Sheriff, the Judges of the election shall eguse 
the same to he made out.

Sec 9 The Judges of the election shall open the polls at nine o'clock in the morning, 
and continue them open until six o'clock in the evening Provided however, If all the 
votes offered to be given cannot be taken before the hour appointed for closing the polls, 
the Judges shall, by public proclamation, adjourn such election until the following day 
when the polls shall again be opened-and the eléction continued as before, but 1n no case 
shall the election be continued beyond the second day 

Sec 10 It shall be the duty of the Sheriff, in person or by deputy, to attend each elec- 
tion, and to cry in an audible vorce the name of éach voter as given in, and to discharge 
all other duties 1mposed on him by law, under the direction of the Judges 

Sec 11 Every Пее white male citizen of the United States, and every free male In- 
dian who is made a citizen by treaty or otherwise, and over the age of twenty-one years, 
who shall be an inhabitant of this Territory, and of the county or district in which he 
offers to vote, and shall have paid a Territorial tax, shall be a qualified elector for all 
elective officers, and all Indians who are inhabitahts of this Territory, and who may 
have adopted the custom of the white man, and who are liable to pay taxes; shall be deem- 
ed citizens Prowded, That no soldier, seaman or зватЩег, ın the regular army or navy 
of the United States, shall be entitled to vote, by reason of being on service therem: And 
pravded further, That no person who shall have been convicted of any violation of any of 
the provisions of an act of Congress, entitled “Ап act respecting fugitives from justice, 
and persons escaping from the service of their masters,” approved February 12th, 1793, 
or of an act to amend and supplementary to said act, approved 18th of September, 1850, 
whether such conviction were by crimmnail proceeding or by civil action for the recovery 
of any penalty prescribed by either of said acts in any courts of the United States or of 
any State or Territory, of any offense deemed infamous, shall be entitled to vote at any 
election, or to hold any office in this Territory And provided further, That 1f any person 
offermig to vote shall be challenged and required to take an oath or affirmation to be ad- 
ministered by one of the Judges of the election, that he will sustain the provisions of the 
above recited acta.of-Congreéss,.and:of theacténtitled KAn sot-tocorganizethsé Territóries 
of Nebraska and Kansas,” approved May 30, 1854, and shall refuse to take such oath ог 
affirmation, the vote of such person shall be rejected. 

Sec 12. Every person possessing the qualification of a voter as hereinabove prescrib- 
ed, and who shall have resided in this Теггпогу thirty days prior to the election at which 
he may offer himself as a candidate, shall be eligible as a delegate to-the-House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States, to either branch of the Legislatave Assembly, and to all 
other offices in this Territory, not otherwise specially provided for > Provided, however, 
That each memberof the Legislative Assembly, and every otlicer elected or appointed to 
office under the laws of this Territory, shall in addition to the oath or affirmation special- 
ly provided to be taken by such officer, take an oath ог affirmation to support the Consti- 
tution of the United States, the provisions of an act entitled “An act respecting fugitives 
from Justice and persons escaping from the service of the masters,” approved February 
12th, 1798, and of an act to amend and supplementary to ‘said last mentioned Aot, ap- 
proved September 18th, 1850, and of an act entitled “An act to organize the Territories 
of Nebraska and Kansas," approved May 80th, 1854; s 

Sec. 18 It shall be the duty of the Sheriff to have his tax books at the place of holding 
elections, and to receive, receipt for, and enter upon his tax books all taxes which may 
be tendered him on the day of any election: ` 

Sec. 14. At the close of each election, the Judges о the election, or any two of them, 
shall cast up the votes given for each candidate, and:shall certify the same. under their 
hands, attested by -their Clerks, a. copy of which shall-be given to each ofthe candidates 
who shall have received the haghest number of votes.

Sec. 17. Within two days after the meeting of the Legislative Assembly, the Secretary 
of the Territory shall lay before each House a list of the members elected, uecordimg to 
the 1eturnt in his office. 

Sic. 18. Should any two or more persons receive an equal number of votes at any 
election, and a higher number than any other persons, the Governor shall immediately 
issue hus p10elamation ordering an election to be held for the election of а person to the 
office so made vacant, and fixing the day of such election. Such election shall be held and 
1etuius thereof made as hereinbefore provided. 

SEc. ly Whenever any person shall offer to vote, he shall be presumed to be entitled 
to vote. - 

бес. 20 When any person offers to vote his vote may be challenged by one of the 
Judges or by any voter, and tbe Judges of the election may examine him touching his 
right to vote, and 1f so examined, no evidence to contradict shall be received. Or the 
Judges may, ın the first instance, receive other evidence in which event, the appheant 
may if he desire 1t demand to be sworn, but his testimony shall not then be conclusive. 

If a vote be rejected, the name of the voter shall be entered on the poll books as u 
rejected voter, togather with the names of the persons for whom such-person desired to 
vote.

Sec. 24. If the Judges of any election willfully fail to certify and transmıt the poll 
books-of such election, or to give certificates of the vote given at such election to the per- 
sons authorized to receive the same, they shall be severally fined in the sum of one hun- 
fred dollars;:to be recovered Бу-йсноп of:debt,in the.name of the Territory, or by indict- 
ment, 1n either case the fine to go into the County Treasury for the use of the, county. 

Sec 25 lfany candidate of the proper district contests any election of any person 
proclaimed duly elected to the Council or House of Representatives, for any cause appa- 
rent upon the face of the returns, such person shall give notice thereof in writing, to the 
person whose election he contests, or leave a written notice thereof at the house where 
such person person last resided, within twenty days afte: the retuin of the election to 
the office of the Secretary of the Territory The notice shall specify the giounds upon 
which the party contests the election. If the election be contested for causes not appa- 
rent upon t' e face of the returns, a like notice shall be given within forty days after the 
return of the election, which shall specify the causes-for the contest, the names of the 
votes that are contested, the grounds upon which such votes are illegal, and the name of 
the Justice of the Peace who will attend to the taking of the depositions, and when and 
where he will attend to take the same. 

Sec 26 The person whose seat 1s contested, if he intends to contest the legality of any 
vote givcn to the candidate who contests the election, shall within twenty days after he 
is notified that his election will be contested, give to the adverse party a simular notice 
to that specified in the preceding section of this act, and the Justice so selecved shall 
proceed io take the depositions of such witnesses as may be brought before him to be ex- 
amined Provided, however, That either party may without notice take rebutting testı- 
mony before the Justice, at the time and place specified for the taking of depositions 

Bsc 27 If from sickness or other cause the Justice selected by either party shall fail 
to attend at the time and place specified for taking depositions, such party shall without 
delay select some other Justice to supply such vacancy. 

Src 28 The notice above required shall be served at least three days before the day 
gppointed for taking depositions with 2n additional day for every twenty-five miles that 
ihe person 80 notified shall have to travel from his residence m reaching the place of 
taking said depositions and the taking of the depositions by the contestor shall be com- 
menced within fifty days after the election, and the Justice shall issue subpoenas to all 
persons required by either party commanding them to appear and give testimony at the 
fume and place therein mentioned The Justice shall receive and record all testimony 
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offered by either party, and shall certify the same to the President-of the Council, if the 
contest be fer w seat in the Council, and‘to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
if the contest be for a seat in the House of Representatives. 

Sec. 29. When the election of any Judge-of any Probate Court shall be contested, it 
shall be tried before the District Court:of the-districtin which such election wes held. 
Such contest shall be tried at the first term of such Court following the election, if such 
term be not held within forty days after such‘élection. If héld within forty days after 
such election, then the same shall be tried atthe second term. 

Sec. 80. The party contesting shall, within twenty days after the election, give to the 
opposite party, notice in writing specifying the grounds of the contest, and if any objec- 
tions be made to any votes, the names of the voters With the objection stiall be related: 

Бес. 31. When the election of any Sheriff, County Commissioner or Clerk of any Pro- 
bate Court is contested, it shall be tried before the Probate Court, all other electione of 
elective officers shall be tried before the County Commissioners df the proper county.— 
In all such contests, the persons contesting the election shall-give to the opposite party.

Snc. 34. Every person who shall swear or affirm wilfully, corruptly and falsely in sny 
affidavit, oath or affirmation, taken before any person authorized by this act to take or 
administer the same, shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and punished as provided by law 
tor the lowest degree of perjury. ч ш 

Src: 85. When any county by law attached to another county for civil and military pur- 
poses, the county so attached shall not be deemed an election district; but the County 
Commissioners of the county to which such county‘is attachéd, shall‘have power, if it be 
deemed necessary, to establish: ar eléction “district in the county so attached. An elec- 
tion-shall be held at such district as herein provided. for other election districts.
